Dear Mr. McCone: 


As you know, the Air Force has been studying at _ some 
length further utility of the A- 12 or some modification 
thereof. We have recently had approval by the Secretary of 
Defense for a 138,000 pound, two-place reconnaissance version 
of the basic A- 12 design, to be known as the R-12. 

Your organization in three previous instances, the U-2, 
the A- 12 and the AF-12 (the long range interceptor version) , 
has acted as a procurement agent for the Air Force.
